DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-14 are objected to because of the following informalities: An 
appropriate (A or An) adjective is missing at the beginning of each claim. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 7-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Coucoulas et al. (EP 0 631 162 A1). 

Coucoulas (Figures 1-3) shows an optical module having a plurality of support 
11,12 having V-grooves 14, 15 coated with a contact layer in the form of a plurality of 
aluminum stripes 17, 18 at right angles to the groove for mechanical joint with-a plurality 
of silica oxide fibers 13 by heating to 400° centigrade. Coucoulas discloses the use of 
masking and etching to form the grooves. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject-matter pertains. . _ 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Coucoulas et al. (EP 0 631 162 A1). 

Coucoulas shows all the features of these claims except the number and size of 
strips in the form of narrow ribs. The instant invention des not provide any reasons or 
specific problems to be solved by these features. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the instant invention to provide these 
features because these require a mere duplication or selection of a size which involve 
only routine skill in the art.
